WILLOW GROVE CEMETERY REVITALIZATION PROJECT 


In 2010 the Newton Cemetery Trustees asked for and were granted permission by the 
Board of Selectmen to assume responsibility for the refurbishing and future care of the 
town’s WW II Memorial. The memorial, located on Rte. 108 at the Newton Learning 
Center, was deteriorating badly. 


The memorial was temporarily moved to the garage of one of the trustees, where it was 
nearly completely rebuilt. Once restored it was moved to its new home at the Willow 
Grove Cemetery on Whittier Street. The large engraved grist stone, which was part of the 
memorial, was moved on a Sunday morning by the trustees and the Newton Road Agent, 
who volunteered his time and his equipment. 


In 2012 the trustees determined that the poor condition of the lawn at Willow Grove 
Cemetery was not befitting the location of the memorial nor the persons buried there. A 
Warrant Article was place on the March ballot by the trustees to ask the town voters to 
provide funds to undertake a revitalization project of the front section of the cemetery. 


The residents of Newton generously gave their approval of the article and the project 
began in the fall of 2012. Once the soil was replaced and the ground seeded and fertilized, 
the cemetery was closed temporarily to vehicular and pedestrian traffic to give the new 
seed time to take root.

Through the decades she has 
contributed to the town and the community in many ways. With a degree in childhood education from 
Salem State College, she previously taught for Massachusetts schools before moving here. Shortly after 
moving to Newton, Sue started substitute teaching at Memorial Elementary school for several years. In

Avenue on Amesbury Road. For years it was a summer family tradition to sell home grown vegetables 
alongside her husband Al with a warm smile and always good conversation. 


Sue and her husband have lovingly raised a family of three children, 8 grandsons, and now | great- 
granddaughter (a girl at last). Many family members are still also Newton residents, and the remaining 
members are still close by in surrounding towns.

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RECORDS OF TOWN MEETING 


DELIBERATIVE SESSION MINUTES 
FEBRUARY 2, 2013 
NEWTON TOWN HALL 


The 264" Newton Town Meeting was opened by Moderator Robert Dezmelyk at 1:00 p.m., 
starting with the Pledge of Allegiance. Mr. Dezmelyk informed the body that the town was 
founded in 1749 when it split off from South Hampton, and was named Newtown, and then 
changed to Newton. He added that we carry on a tradition that goes way back, and he encouraged 
people that were not present, but possibly watching on TV, to join in, in person, because this is an 
important aspect of our town governance in which townspeople should be involved. 


Introductions followed: those in attendance in an official capacity were members of the Board 
of Selectmen; Tricia McCarthy, Raymond Thayer and Charles Melvin Sr., Town Administrator 
Nancy Wrigley, Office Manager Mary Winglass, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Mary-Jo McCullough, 
and her Deputy, Cheryl Saunders. Also in attendance: Supervisors of the Checklist, Lisa Fortin and 
Barbara White, and Cable Committee Member Diane Morin. There were an additional 25 
residents in attendance when the meeting opened. 


Mr. Dezmelyk then read the warrant. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newton, N.H. in the County of Rockingham, in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs; you are hereby notified to meet for the first session of the annual 
meeting, which shall be for the explanation, discussion and debate of each warrant article and the 
transaction of all business other than voting by official ballot to be held at the Newton Town Hall 
on Saturday, February 2, 2013 at 1:00 PM; the second session to be held at the Newton Town 
Hall, in said Newton, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at eight o’clock in the 
forenoon, to choose all necessary Town officers for the ensuing year by official ballot, and to 
vote on all issues before the Town of Newton on the official ballot; the polls to be open at eight 
o’clock in the forenoon and to close not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening. 


1. To elect all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year.

James Doggett reminded the body that the Sanborn Regional School District Deliberative Session 
would be held on the upcoming Wednesday at 7:30 at the High School Auditorium, and pointed 
out that while our Town Budget was slightly less than $3 million, the school budget was 31 plus. 


The moderator thanked everyone for attending then called to suspend the meeting until Election 


Day.

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REDEMPTION NOTIFICATION 
Observation 


As previously reported, we again noted that the tax collector’s office did not notify the register of deeds 
of tax redemptions within the proper time frame required by State law. 


Implication 


The Town is not in compliance with State law. Per RSA 80:33, the tax collector is to notify the register 
of deeds of any tax redemptions within thirty days of the redemption of tax liens. The failure to notify 
the register of deeds in a timely manner could create future problems should the property ownership be 
transferred. 


Recommendation 
We recommend that the tax collector’s office promptly forward tax lien release notices to the register of 
deeds to comply with State law. One suggestion is to institute a pop-up reminder on an electronic 


calendar, which would remind the tax collector to submit the necessary paperwork to the registry every 
month.

* REPORT ON INTERNAL CONTROL OVER FINANCIAL 
REPORTING BASED ON AN AUDIT OF FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Newton, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the governmental activities, 
each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Newton, New Hampshire 
(the Town) as of and for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered the Town’s internal control over 
financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures that are appropriate 
in the circumstances for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, but not for 
the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. Accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the preceding 
paragraph and was not designed to identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be material 
weaknesses or significant deficiencies and therefore, material weaknesses or significant deficiencies may 

- exist that were not identified. However, as discussed below, we identified certain deficiencies in internal 


contro] that we consider to be material weaknesses. 


’ A deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow 
management or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or 
detect and correct, misstatements on a timely basis. A material weakness is a deficiency, or a 
combination of deficiencies, in internal control, such that there is a reasonable possibility that a material 
misstatement of the Town’s financial statements will not be prevented, or detected and corrected, on a 
timely basis. _We consider the following deficiencies in the Town’s internal control to be material 


weaknesses: 


GENERAL FUND ACCOUNTING 


Observation 


The Town’s General! Fund is the main operating fund of the Town. The Town essentially maintains its 
accounting system on a “cash basis”. However, the cash balance reflected on the bank reconciliation is 
not reconciled to the cash balance per the Town’s general ledger. We were able to reconcile the general 
ledger cash balance within an immaterial amount of the Treasurer’s reconciled cash balance at year end. 


Audited financial statements are presented in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
for governmental units. As auditors, we proposed more than twenty entries to the Town’s general fund 
accounting system. While some of these are normal entries that auditors propose in a routine audit, many 
of these adjustments reflect deficiencies in the current accounting system that need to be addressed. 
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Implication 


Controls over the financial activities of the Town are weakened. The failure to reconcile the activity 
throughout the year increases the risk that errors may occur and remain undetected. In addition, the 
Board of Selectmen is making financial decision based upon inaccurate financial information. 


Recommendation 


The Town needs to take immediate steps to improve its internal accounting to more accurately reflect 
generally accepted accounting principles. We continue to recommend that all balance sheet accounts be 
reconciled on a monthly basis to detect any errors or omissions in a timely fashion. Any discrepancies 
should be identified and properly adjusted. It is essential that the Town’s financial office personnel 
review the quantity and nature of the 2012 adjustments proposed by the auditors for the purpose of 
eliminating the need for such adjustments in the future. 


SEGREGATION OF DUTIES 
Observation 


The Town has a general ledger accounting system, which has the capabilities to account for the activity 
of more than one fund. Several funds have been established within the accounting system and some 
activity was recorded, but none of these funds have been reconciled to ensure that all activity was 
properly recorded. Essentially, only the activity of the General Fund is being actively recorded in the 
accounting system. 


The Town’s Treasurer is the authorized signature on various bank accounts in addition to those reported 
in the Town’s General Fund. Two of the funds that are not being properly maintained within the 
accounting system have been earmarked to account for the activity of the Transfer Station Recycling and 
the Conservation Commission, which have a combined cash balance of approximately $441,000 as of 
December 31, 2012. The only complete reporting of these funds is still being maintained by the 
Treasurer. 


Implication 


Controls over the financial activities of the Town are weakened as the accounting system is not being 
utilized to record all of the financial activity of the Town. The Town may not be in compliance with the 
accounting requirements of State laws and regulations. Additionally, there is no proper segregation of 
duties pertaining to these other bank accounts. The current procedures place sole reliance on the 
Treasurer to deposit monies, write checks, reconcile the bank accounts, and maintain a complete record 
of the activity. 


Recommendation 


We urge Town officials to fully utilize the accounting system to record the on-going activity in the 
additional funds. Although the Treasurer maintains records for these funds, the Town’s finance 
personnel should also be tracking and reconciling the activity within the accounting software. Without 
any reconciliation procedures in place, the information within the computer is meaningless. Accordingly, 
we recommend that the general ledger balances in all funds be reconciled on a monthly basis to detect 
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any errors or omissions. This will ensure an accurate financial position of the Town will be available 
upon which the Selectmen and authorized Commissions may make sound business decisions. Sound 
internal controls provide for the distribution of duties to various personnel to reduce the risk of loss and 
to provide a system of checks and balances.

2. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by petition of 25 or more 
legal voters in the Town of Newton to amend the Newton Zoning Ordinance as follows? 


Change the Section XXV Light Industrial / Commercial Zone Area Regulations 


From Current: a. Side yard 200 foot structural setback with a minimum of 50 foot undisturbed 
natural buffer when abutting any other zone. Any additional buffer that may 
be required by the Planning Board up to but not exceeding 1,500 feet for a side 
yard that abuts any other zone

3. “Shall the Town of Newton raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,978,251.00? Should this article be defeated, the default 
budget shall be $2,978,351.00, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by 
previous action of the Town of Newton or by law; or the governing body may hold one special 
meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. The budget increase from the 2013 ACTUAL budget to the 2014 PROPOSED

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Newton Board of Selectmen accomplished many goals that have been on the “to do” list for a 
few years. First, we would like to thank the voters for passing the town budget. Passing the 
budget allows the Town to move forward with infrastructure needs and to manage the prudential 
affairs of the Town. A Household Hazardous Waste Day was held in September and a free 
voucher was given to residents allowing them one day to dispose of bulky items for free. 


With the approval of a Town vote, the Board held an auction for the sale of 2 Amesbury 
Road (former Police Station) and sold the property at a price of $70,000. The sale price 
reflects the condition of the property and the reason why it was necessary to move the 
Police Department from this building. 


The Board worked with many department heads to update town buildings/property as 
follows: 
e Installed power at the Sand/Salt Shed and at the Town Beach 
e Purchased a new raft at the Town Beach 
e Updated the Bookkeepers computer software program 
e Hired a new Information Technology Firm (IT) which ended up as a cost savings to 
the town which allowed the town to lease a server with an automatic daily backup 
system to protect the town’s information. 
e New paint at the Town Hall in the front hallway and upstairs meeting room 
e Updated the sign at the front of Town Hall and as you enter/exit the town 
e Updated three fire hydrants that were not in working order 
e Repaired the fire escape at the Gale Library 
e New perimeter fence and security system at the Transfer Station 


Per the request of the Board of Selectmen, Senator Nancy Stiles worked with the 
Department of Transportation to include improvements at Rowe’s Corner Road (Route 108 
and Amesbury Road) in the draft State Ten Year Plan. In November 2013, the Town as a 
final farewell presented to Patrolman First Class Christopher Thurlow a plaque that 
contained his retired service firearm that was fired during the Greenland incident on April 
12,2012. He isa true hero whom also received the New Hampshire’s Congressional Law 
Enforcement Award in the category of “Above and Beyond the Call of Duty” by 
Congressional Representatives/Leaders. 


The Board completed a new Town Vehicle Policy to set guidelines under which town vehicles are 
operated, along with the standard operating procedures for all town personnel, updated the Impact 
Fee Schedule and approved funding for Online Assessing Data and Tax Kiosk. Check out the 
website home page for these links at www.newton-nh.gov.

To the Residents and Taxpayers of Newton, 


The Newton Police Department continues to be busy and we sincerely thank the Town of 
Newton for your continued support. 


The police department has a compliment of six (6) full time officers, however full staffing 
continues to be an issue. Not complaining, just the way it is. This year we lost two (2) full time 
officers. One (1) left to become a full time firefighter in Everett, MA and another officer left to 
attend the Mass State Police Academy. The reality is that we can’t compete with Mass Public 
Safety Agencies in the area of pay and benefits. The good news is that with the support of the 
community, we appear to have resolved and overcome the issue of losing full time officers to 
other New Hampshire Agencies. Realistically, I think that’s the best we can ask for. 


The problem with employee turnover is that we lose trained, competent and community sensitive 
officers and thus have to recruit and train new officers. The law enforcement hiring process is a 
long involved process that takes months, and impacts the department and the community by 
personnel availability. All this being said I believe that the department continues to provide the 
community with quality police service. The culture of the department is such that the officers do 
whatever has to be done to maintain and provide reliable and professional service. 


I believe one of the more positive accomplishments this year was the creation of our 

“Face Book” page. This communication enables us to keep the community abreast of the 
department’s day-to-day activities and keep people informed on almost a real time basis. The 
old adage that the public is the eyes and ears for the police is still alive and well, and in order to 
maintain that relationship the department needs to be transparent. 


A lot of the coming year will be spent preparing ourselves for national accreditation. For 
approximately the past six (6) years we have been one of eleven NH police departments that are 
state accredited and we look forward to taking the next step in public accountability by obtaining 
national accreditation recognition. 


During this past year we were also able to complete the department’s training room which is 
situated essentially in a portion of the garage area. If you haven’t had an opportunity to view the 
building, please feel free to stop by and we would be more than happy to give you a tour. 
Thank you for your anticipated thought and consideration given this report.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To The Citizens and Taxpayers of Newton: 


The year 2013 is behind us and it’s once again time to start a new year. The past year was a fairly 
quiet year; no major structure, brush fires or weather events. I’m sure this won’t continue the way 
the weather has been recently! Call volume did decrease slightly in 2013. 


We are again asking the voters of the town to support fire department warrant article #16 for the 
purchase of a 3,000 gallon tank truck. The department has the majority of the money through its 
Capital Reserve Fund but need a minimal amount (compared to the total cost) for the purchase. 
This will replace our 1984 tanker 4. With the purchase of this tanker it will give us 7,500 gallons 
of water to respond with. 


The following paragraph appeared in last year’s report but we feel it’s worth repeating: 

On a safety note, Fire and Police would like to request everyone display your house number, 
especially in common and long driveways. Numbers should be visible from the street in reflective 
or contrasting color to the background. Common driveways should have a sign at the street listing 
the numbers on that driveway especially when there are multiple homes. These numbers are 
readily available at your local Home Depot or Lowes. This could save someone’s life! 


In closing, we would like to thank the citizens of Newton for their continued support. It is our job 
to keep the town safe; this is a responsibility that we take willingly and seriously. I would also 
thank the firefighters and officers (past and present) of this department for your willingness to 
make this department what it is.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wild land fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
Law RSA 227-L:17 a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local Fire 
Department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season started in late March with the first reported fire on March 26th 2013. April, 
which is the traditional start to our spring fire season, started very dry with little measurable 
precipitation until the middle of the month. Approximately 70% of our reportable fires occurred 
during the months’ of April and May. The largest fire was 51 acres on April 29th. 81% of our 
fires occurred on class 3 or 4 fire danger days. By mid May, extensive rains began which 
provided us with a very wet summer overall. We had a longer fall fire season due to drier than 
normal conditions following leaf fall. Fortunately most of these fires were small and quickly 
extinguished. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited 
the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger 
days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with 
keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire 
danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wild land urban 
interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wild land fuels intermix. Several of the 
fires during the 2013 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more 
than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wild land fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, 
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and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials.

There were many small disasters but no major ones 
which eliminated us from having to open the Emergency Operations Center. In addition, there 
were also no major power outages. 


As we do every year, we continue to train and education ourselves as much as possible, as well as 
being the most up to date with policies and procedures. By engaging in such training we can 
assure the residents of Newton that we are prepared for any emergency that may arise in the town. 


The year 2014 will encompass our Bi-annual Radiological Drill for Seabrook Station. These drills 
will consist of the federal government coming in and evaluating the emergency worker’s within 
the town. They also assess plans in order for Seabrook station to remain open. All trainings and 
drills are paid by Seabrook. 


My department would like to address the many new laws that have come out regarding disasters. 
They will entail laws regarding sheltering, responding, and ADA compliance and there will be new 
training opportunities. The Emergency Management Department should also receive their 
Hummer from the government. These vehicles were offered to the Police Department and they 
were generous enough to donate one to our department. Having a vehicle like this is so important 
and beneficial when responding to disasters. 


The Emergency Management department is hoping that 2014 will mimic the previous year and 
have no major disasters to respond to in our town. As always if disaster strikes, we are always 
ready to go and respond at the drop of a dime. We look forward to serving the Town of Newton 
and its Residents in 2014.

CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


The most notable project that was completed in 2012 was the revitalization of the front section of 
the Willow Grove Cemetery. In 2013 due to the rather hot spring, it was deemed necessary to 
water the new yard. This was done with the help of the Road Department’s 600 gallon tank truck, 
a generator, a lot of hose and the trusty Trustees that hand watered the lawn once a day for two or 
three consecutive days. Also, our landscaper came back and did some re-seeding and aerated the 
soil. 


You will notice at least two more improvements to both the Willow Grove and Highland Street 
Cemeteries. One is the addition of new avenue signs in the “new” section in the back of Highland 
Street. Also, each veteran’s grave site has one foot sections of 1” PVC pipe put next to the 
headstones for the easier holding and replacing of the flags. 


The Rules and Regulations were thoroughly updated in 2012 with emphasis on what can and 
cannot be placed at grave sites. The ensuing enforcement of the new rules caused a substantial 
uproar. The remedy was to hold a public meeting last summer where all the interested lot owners 
could attend. The results of this very successful meeting caused us to make further substantial 
changes to the Rules and Regulations that satisfied everyone involved. 


Both the Highland Street and Willow Grove Cemetery maps have been professionally updated as 
of December, 2013. These maps are used to locate grave sites to sell and graves for interment. This 
update corrected discrepancies found during the year. 


As usual all the Veterans Flags were replaced for the Memorial Day celebration. This is very much 
a community undertaking. The Trustees place some of the flags along with the Newton Historical 
Society and the 6th grade class at the Memorial School.

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RSA 674:39-aa — Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots 


If you own real estate lots that were involuntarily merged by municipal action, you may be able 
to have those lots restored to their pre-merger status. 


Lots involuntarily merged by a municipality (for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes) prior to 
September 18, 2010 shall be restored to their pre-merger status at the request of the owner 
provided: 


> Request is made prior to December 31, 2016; and 

> No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged the lots; all subsequent owners estopped 
from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that 
any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 


~ Requests for "un-merger" to be made to the local governing body, whose decisions may 
be appealed pursuant to RSA 676. 


~ The restoration of the lots to their pre-merger status shall not be deemed to cure any non- 
conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 


~ This notice must be continuously posted in a public place from January 1, 2012 to 
December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall also publish the same or similar notice in its 
2011 through 2015 annual reports. 


TRANSFER STATION 


Another year at the Transfer Station should be considered a success on the merits of recycling. 
Hazardous Waste Day on September 28, 2013 provided by Clean Harbors out of Boston was a 
great day for the residents who wished to dispose of their household chemicals. The total cost 
came in at $32,015.98 which was under the budget set at $35,000.00. Hopefully with more money 
available and with your vote, we can continue this program for 2015. 


We ask all residents to please keep your household chemicals separated from your regular trash. 
We the staff, consider this a serious source of illegal dumping!! We ask for your cooperation on 
this matter. Waste violations can cost the town up to $30,000.00 for each offense! This practice 
can also cause potential fire and or explosions in the compactors, putting employees and residents 
at risk as well as contaminate our landfills and pollute our ground water!! We reserve the right to 
inspect every trash bag! The Transfer Station Staff works hard to ensure all building materials, 
household trash and miscellaneous items are disposed of, in their proper place. We ask all 
residents to be environmentally responsible. 


"Fences Unlimited" from Windham, NH did a great job installing the new fence, which now 


surrounds the entire Transfer Station facility and we're looking forward to more ground 
improvements for 2014. 
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Reminders - The services we provide for you at the Transfer Station: 

e Used motor oil can be collected in a clear container only. 

e The Voucher System for the town taxpayers will continue in 2014 and Hazardous Waste 
day if possible, will be every other year.

will load your pickup truck with our Kabota Tractor, if available. 

e Senior Discount Day is 50% off the price for residents 65 years or older. It is the 
1 TUESDAY of every month; just bring proof of age. 

e Free Sand is provided in the winter months for Newton residents if the Kabota Tractor is 
available. 

e The Swap Pile for Newton Residents opens in the spring and closes at the first snow. 

e Free wood from the brush piles if available is for Newton residents. 


The staff is always willing to help with any of the above, but we do ask that you be prepared to 
unload your heavy items from your vehicles. 
Check us out at www.nh-gov or call us at 603-382-7250 with any questions. 


We provide recycling for all your cans, bottles, plastics and glass in our commingled containers. 
This service is provided for free at no cost to the town, so please DO NOT put your plastic bags, 
cardboard or trash in with your recycled items. We also have a separate bin for aluminum cans 
only! Please do not throw your plastics, tin cans, or glass in this container! These aluminum cans 
are donations to the local Boy Scouts. Cardboard and paper recycled, is money paid back to the 
town, plus it keeps all of these items out of our landfills!!' We do ask that you break down your 
boxes. 


Household trash is an expense that costs the Newton taxpayer $72.00 per ton. On average this 
expense can cost $7,500.00 to $10,000.00 per month, plus a hauling fee of $120.00 per load.

All permits were issued in compliance with Town and State requirements. 


All concerns regarding potential health issues submitted to this office were addressed and the 
findings as well as the course of action were reported back to the Office of Selectmen. 


The 2013 annual water testing of Country Pond was conducted and was found to be acceptable by 
state standards. 


DES posts beach advisories when sample analyses result in bacteria levels above the state 
standard, indicating the possible presence of disease-causing organisms, or a toxic cyanobacteria 
scum. These advisories are recommendations to the public to avoid water contact activities at the 
beach until further analyses reveal safe conditions. 

Residents should be aware of any postings at town access points. Should swimming be prohibited 
signs will be posted at the entrance to the town beach and public boat launching areas. Beach 
inspections will resume as of Memorial Day, 2014. 


The Department of Environmental Services Dept. issued a revised fished consumption advisory 
for Country Pond due to a review of the risk based on fish tissue sampling conducted by EPA in 
2009.

Residents are once again encouraged to have their domestic water tested annually by a state 
certified lab. Some well water in New Hampshire may contain contaminants such as radon, 
uranium, and arsenic, which occur naturally in our bedrock. The NH Department of 
Environmental Services would suggest homeowners with private wells have the quality of their 
water tested periodically for a comprehensive roster of contaminants.

This department will continue to monitor State notification of positive test results and work 
closely with Town Officials and Dragon Mosquito to implement the best course of action to 
reduce the mosquito population. 


Please remember your first line of defense against WNV and EEE ts Prevention 


Since State health officials continue to confirmed positive test results in various parts of the state 
for the WNV, EEE this past year, they strongly urge residents to eliminate mosquito-breeding 
opportunities around their homes this spring by taking the following steps: 


Remove all discarded tires. The used tire has become the most important domestic 
mosquito producer in the country. 

Dispose of tin cans, plastic containers, ceramic pots, or similar water holding containers. 
Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers that are left out of doors. 

Make sure gutters drain properly. 

Clean and chlorinate swimming pools, outdoor saunas and hot tubs. If not in use keep 
empty and covered. 

Drain water from pool covers. 

Aerate ornamental pools or stock them with fish. Water gardens are fashionable but become 
major mosquito producers if they are allowed to stagnate. 

Turn over plastic wading pools when not in use. 

Turn over wheelbarrows and change water in birdbaths at least twice weekly. 

Eliminate any standing water that collects on your property. Use landscaping as needed. 
If outside during evening, nighttime, and dawn hours when mosquitoes are most active 
and likely to bite, children and adults should wear protective clothing such as long pants, 
long-sleeved shirts, and socks. 

Consider the use of an effective insect repellent, such as one containing DEET. A repellent 
containing 30% or less DEET (N,N-diethyl-methyl-meta-toluamide) for children and 
adults. Use DEET according to the manufacturer's directions. Children should not apply 
DEET to themselves. Repellents that contain Picaridin or oil of lemon eucalyptus have also 
been determined to be effective. 
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e Vitamin B, ultrasonic devices, incense, and bug zappers have not been shown to be 
effective in preventing mosquito bites.

DHHS Provides Recommendations on Food Safety During Power Outages 


Even if food doesn’t smell bad, and looks safe, it may have been out of a safe temperature range 
long enough to be contaminated with dangerous bacteria. A good rule to follow in this situation 
when in doubt, throw it out.” 


The US Department of Agriculture recommends taking the following steps during and after a 
weather emergency: 
e Never taste food to determine its safety 
e Keep the refrigerator and freezer doors closed as much as possible to maintain the cold 
temperature 
e The refrigerator will keep food safely cold for about 4 hours if it is unopened. 
Full freezers will hold the temperature approximately 48 hours (24 hours if it’s half full and 
the door remains closed) 
e Food can be safely refrozen if it still contains ice crystals or is at 40 degrees F or below 
e Get block ice or dry ice to keep your refrigerator and freezer as cold as possible if the 
power is going to be out for an extended period of time 
e Discard refrigerated perishable food such as meat, poultry, fish, soft cheeses, milk, eggs, 
leftovers and deli items after 4 hours without power

This year the Newton Food Pantry was able to help 20 families with Thanksgiving dinner, 24 
families with Christmas dinner and 24 children with their Christmas wishes.

The donations came from many 
places, both residents and local businesses. It began with the Sanborn Regional Schools, with the 
High School donating many Thanksgiving Dinners and the Elementary School collecting so many 
canned goods and gifts.

Diane Morin, Sally Woodman and Marilyn Landry, who all serve in multiple capacities in town, 
joined Sue DeMercurio to continue recreational activities in town. We are always looking for 
volunteers to join us! 


Each commission member takes point on one event. Diane served as Secretary and ran Vacation 
activities and discount tickets. Sally organized Senior Activities. Marilyn often acted as Chair. 
Jessica Brasier served as Vice-Chair, and ran Town Day. John Neveux worked to get the new 
raft at the Town Beach. Annie Collyer became Chairman, and worked on our town trails and 
Greenie Park. Ray Thayer as Selectman liaison actively helped with every event. 
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We continued the time-honored traditions of providing discounted tickets to Canobie Lake and 
Water Country and added snow tubing at Amesbury Sports Park this year. We administered the 
Warrant Article for Senior Events, and put on both a HOBO RR tour and a Holiday Luncheon. 


Recreation again staffed the town beach and provided swim lessons. We are arranging to 
outsource our “learn to swim” program in 2014 at a tremendous savings. 


Recreation maintains the fields at Greenie Park, but the playground, picnic, skate park and 
parking area have been neglected for several years, due to budget constraints. After a long 
search, we selected Natural Playgrounds to design a master plan for Greenie to be implemented 
over 5 yrs. We are planning a Golf fundraiser for the fall and reallocating a portion of our 
operating budget to improvements and maintenance at Greenie. 


The Recreation Commission hosted some other activities: Vacation Events for ice skating and 
roller skating in December, February and April. We had a disappointment with the Halloween 
Party. With the newer town-mandated receipt policy for reimbursement, the BSA request for 
funding was not brought to us in time. Both Recreation and the BSA plan to have it back in 
2014. We identified a gap in that Recreation has done little for our Adults of all ages, and we 
have made plans to put on a dinner dance at Haverhill Country Club in the spring of 2014.

ASSESSOR 


I am pleased to announce that the Town’s assessment record cards went online in 2013. In the 
past the records were only available by coming into the Town Hall and viewing them through 
our public computer terminal. The Town realizes that finding time or the ability to take time off 
work can be very difficult; because of this, it was decided that we would provide this service to 
the public. To access the assessment records go to the Town’s website at www.newton-nh. gov 
home page and click on View Assessment Cards. There you will be able to locate the data by 
either owner’s name, location of the property or map and lot. In addition to the assessment 
cards, the Town’s tax maps are also available through the Assessing website. The public 
computer terminal will still be available at Town hall for those that do not have access to a 
computer. 





Also in 2013, the Assessing Department was host to a presentation in conjunction with the NH 
Department of Revenue Administration on the exemptions and credits that are available to the 
town’s taxpayers. The presentation included elderly and disabled exemptions, veteran and 

veteran’s surviving spouse credits and the blind exemption which are currently offered. If you 
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missed the presentation, either in person or on cable television, you can view the data on our 
Website or contact the Town Hall at 603-382-4405 ext 14 for additional information. 


And lastly, one-third of a five year project for data verification was completed. 400 properties of 
the 1,995 were visited to verify that the data currently on file at the Town was accurate. As an 
alternative to hiring an outside firm that lacks familiarity with the Town, the Town Assessor is 
conducting the project. The end result will be that every property in Town will have been visited 
and verified for data accuracy prior to the mandated 2015 update of values. 


As the Town Assessor, J am committed to ensure that all 1,995 parcels are assessed fair and 
equitable in accordance with New Hampshire laws governing taxation. 


In conclusion, I will reiterate that my door is always open and I welcome any aie 
concerns, comments or suggestions. 


I have been very fortunate to be employed by the Town for fourteen years and I hope many 
more, and I want to thank the Town of Newton for the trust that you have put in me to be your 
Assessor.

NEWTON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


In 2013 the Newton Historical Society celebrated the 42" anniversary of its founding in 1971. The 
society was officially incorporated two years later in 1973. 


% The major project of accessioning / cataloging our documents and artifacts continued. In 2013 
our Archivists completed the accessioning of the vast majority of items at the Primary School 
Museum. The society received several boxes of local newspapers from the family of Myrtle 
Rogers, who was a founding member of the society. The papers were distributed among 
members of the society who searched them for articles pertaining to Newton. The selected 
articles were arranged by month and year and are now waiting accessioning. 


% The Fall Festival fund raiser was again held in mid October, on a lovely fall evening, hosted 
and sponsored by the Merrimac Savings Bank. Although we still suffer from a soft economy, 
this year’s festival yielded the highest net profit in the seven years we have been conducting the 
event. Ninety-nine percent of the funds for operating the society come from this single event. 
Thanks to all our sponsors and attendees. 


# For the third consecutive year the society conducted a Christmas tree lighting ceremony. The 
event took place on Sunday Dec. 8 at the Primary School Museum. Like last year the adults 
and children enjoyed cookies and hot chocolate. Santa Claus and his Elf were also on hand to 
hear what the children were hoping to get for Christmas. 


Again this year photos were taken of the children on Santa’s lap and distributed to their parents. 
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% Three historical type presentations were held at the town hall. 1) Two Old Friends, 2) That 
reminds me of a Story and 3) Lizzie Borden took an Axe, or did she? All were free to the 
public, very entertaining and very well attended. Three presentations have already been 
scheduled for April, July and September of 2014. 


# This year a decision was made by the membership to take all donations received at our 
presentations, match the amounts received and present the funds to the Newton Food Pantry. 
These donations along with our annual Christmas donation allowed us to become a serious 
supporter of the Food Pantry. 


# The two town museums, the Marshall House and the Village Primary School museums were 
opened to the public in June and September. 


# Fifteen VCR tapes of Newton activities spanning the past 20 years were converted to DVDs. 
The plan is to set up a program to broadcast these on our local Channel 20. 


# It was determined that the barn on the Marshall House property needed structural and aesthetic 
repairs. Whereas the building belongs to the town, the society contacted the Board of 
Selectmen and a plan is being worked out to get the necessary repairs done in 2014. Until the 
repairs are made, the building has been emptied and locked. 

# Currently the society has a web page on the Town of Newton web site. A committee has been 
formed to design and implement a society controlled web page on the internet that will be able 
to contain much more information than is currently possible. The site is planned to be 
operational in 2014. 


# The society unanimously voted to support a group of Kingston and Newton residents who were 
seeking to obtain grant money from the “Seven to Save” organization to renovate the historic 
Seminary Building in Kingston. Their application was successful. 

# Our grant application to the NH Preservation Alliance to have our two stage curtains restored, 
they currently hang in the town hall, was rejected. The reason given was that the curtains 
“'..must be owned by the town, not a private organization”. Steps are being taken to return 
ownership of the curtains to the town and the application will be resubmitted in 2014. 
Hopefully we will be successful in preserving these historic artifacts. One was painted in 1935, 
the other in 1891.

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A SAFE PLACE 


A Safe Place is requesting funding in the amount of $2,500 for 2014 to continue our free direct 
services, counseling, emergency shelter services, as well as our community educational outreach 
and help with defraying the rising costs associated with the increased need to provide services 
users (clients) with basic emergency needs. Over the years, many Newton residents have called 
and knocked on the doors of A Safe Place for information, referral and emergency assistance. 


From July 1, 2012 — June 30, 2013, A Safe Place served 10 people from Newton with 14 
dependent children, and provided 482 units of service (each unit of service represents 15 
minutes of time). In addition, we sheltered one resident for 173 bed-nights. This equates to 
$31,760 worth of free services to Newton residents. We also provide educational 
presentation’s to students in both middle and high school in order to help youth learn to 
develop healthy teen relationships. 


All the services provided at all sites of A Safe Place are free and confidential. 

A Safe Place has been providing Free and Confidential Domestic Violence Support Services for 
over 30 years. The Portsmouth, Rochester, Salem and Shelter sites of A Safe Place provide 365 
days a year, 24-hour Emergency Shelter and Hotline Services, as well as a range of support 
services to victims of domestic abuse in the 48 cities and towns of Rockingham and Strafford 
Counties. We do not receive any 3™ party payments for our services. 


As advocates, we work with our service users to prepare a safety plan and refer them if needed, 
to our undisclosed 24-hour emergency shelter. We also assist our service users in obtaining both 
Temporary and Permanent Restraining Orders and accompany them to courts and police stations 
to do so. We provide 1 on 1, in-person and 24 hour telephone crisis counseling as well as on- 
going support groups. All sites assist our service users with access to legal and social services 
and transportation and / or accompaniment to related appointments and emergency rooms, if 
needed. Each site has the ability to give direct financial assistance to victims in the form of 
modest gift certificates from grocery stores, pharmacies, gas stations, department stores. For 
victim’s safety, we pay locksmith costs associated with changing locks. In addition, we provide 
clothing and toiletries; household items and other everyday necessities. 


Our advocates understand both the emotional and physical toll it takes on the victim, their 
families, as well as the community. It is critical that we maintain the ability to respond via direct 
services to the residents of Newton that seek both our emergency and long term services. Our 
presence has been critical over the years in serving populations that face abuse no matter what 
their age, economic status, or gender. 


We wish to continue to offer refuge, support and other services to the residents of Newton, 
especially during these hard economic times when there is a rise in Domestic Violence. We 
hope you will continue to join us in breaking the cycle of violence.

Family Mediation & Juvenile Services’ Board, staff, and volunteers celebrated our 30" 
anniversary in 2013. We marked the occasion during our annual Volunteer Appreciation 
Celebration on December 11, 2013. Some of our founding members were present to celebrate 
with us. This allowed us to highlight the evolution of our programming, from our roots in 
providing family mediation to diversion services to parenting consultations and classes. 


2013 saw the launch of our new website. While we had a long time relationship with our former 
website host, the affiliation had become cost prohibitive. Changing hosts allowed us to save 
money and begin to create a more user-friendly, more appealing website. 


As we had promised last year, there have been changes in the ways in which we track data. We 
are continuing to track such data as town of residence, town in which offense what committed, 
the type of services required, and the referral source. We are now researching potential software 
programs that will allow us to track and produce data more effectively. Again, our goals are to 
choose one that is affordable and effective. Family Mediation & Juveniles Services needs to be 
able track not only use, but the efficacy of our programming and services. 
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During February and March, 2013, Family Mediation & Juvenile Services partnered with 
Atkinson Academy and the Atkinson Women’s Civic Club to provide a parenting class for 
parents of school-aged children. The class was well-attended, and we are hoping to partner with 
additional schools in the area to offer the same program. 


Our requests for funding for the towns in our catchment area remained level. Family Mediation 
& Juvenile Services’ Board of Directors and staff remain creative in our attempts to obtain 
additional funding to alleviate the burden of the towns that support us. This includes applying for 
grants, fundraising, and campaigning for individual contributions to our agency.

Newton residents utilize Lamprey’s Transportation program for shopping trips, medical 
appointments, and monthly recreational outings. Vans are handicap accessible and drivers are 
trained Transportation Health Workers who receive Patient Assistance Training. Access to 
essential services makes it possible for seniors to remain self-sufficient and in their own homes. 
Handicap accessible buses take seniors and those with disabilities to the grocery store, pharmacy, 
doctor, or bank and provide a good opportunity to socialize. The service is door-to-door and 
reservations are made through the transportation manager or with one of the agency’s twenty 
senior volunteers by calling 1-800-582-7214 or (603) 659-2424 Monday — Friday, 8:00 Am to 
4:00 PM. In Fiscal Year 2012/2013, Lamprey Health Care provided the following services to 
Newton residents: 

Medical Visits: 71 Newton residents made 313 visits to Lamprey Health Care. Lamprey Health 
Care provided $1,243 in free or reduced care to Newton residents. 

Transportation Units of Service: A unit of service is one ride to a destination. 887 rides were 
provided to Newton’s senior citizens. The cost of a unit of transportation service is 
approximately $10. Unit costs vary greatly depending on the number of people in a vehicle and 
the distance traveled.

3,623 nutritious, ready to eat meals were provided to 43 residents of Newton in 2013 and 1,568 
safety focused auxiliary services were performed.

homes, recuperating from surgery or medical treatment (chemotherapy, dialysis, radiation, etc.),

The Nutrition Program provides hot noon lunches at the Vic-Geary Center in Plaistow on 
Greenough Road, 5 days per week and through that Center delivers meals to those local residents 
who are homebound. An average client may receive 250 meals per year, with blizzard bags for 
winter storm coverage and holidays; or considerably more, 640 meals per year if his/her situation 
warrants delivery of evening and/or weekend meals. We have been serving Newton residents 
since 1979, providing a ready hot meal and safety services for those who are in need, on an 
ongoing basis Monday — Friday, all year.

VIC GEARY CENTER 


The Vic Geary Center serves as a senior center for seven towns: Atkinson, Danville, Hampstead, 
Kingston, East Kingston, Newton, Newton Junction, Plaistow and Sandown. The following 
information will provide some insight into the diverse activities and services offered to the senior 
citizens of your community. 


The Rockingham Nutrition & Meals on Wheels Program operates from the Center, at no cost to 
them, 5 days per week providing a hot noon meal in the dining room and Meals on Wheels to 
homebound clients in the nine towns. Frozen weekend and holiday meals are provided and 
meals comprised of shelf-stable items are provided for bad weather when delivery is impossible. 
Special meal celebrations for Mother’s Day, Father’s Day, Easter, Halloween, Thanksgiving 
Christmas, summer picnic, lobster specials and other holidays are well attended by approximately 
120-150 persons from the 9 towns on each occasion. Several area senior organizations regularly 
meet free of charge at the Vic Geary. A wide variety of day bus trips were offered and enjoyed 
by many area seniors this past year. Monthly teas, some sponsored by the Vic Geary Center 
include refreshments and raffles. Entertainers such as the Salem Senior Singers and Boot Scootin 
Boomers also entertain the seniors throughout the year. A van and driver provides daily 
transportation for those seniors wishing to attend clinics, meals and special events at the Center. 


Throughout the year, monthly blood pressure and twice a month foot care clinics are held at the 
center by Rockingham Visiting Nurses. Other clinics such as hearing and sight, safe driver and 
home safety are conducted regularly by area physicians and safety personnel. AARP tax 
preparation is offered on a yearly basis. Informative guest speakers on subjects of interest such 
as financial planning, prescription programs, diet and other topics are invited throughout the 
year. Fitness classes, bingo, card and board games, knitting group and arts and crafts are daily 
recreational activities offered at the Center. The WIC program now distributes surplus food 
monthly from the Vic Geary to income eligible area seniors and other area residents. 
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The building is rented to private individuals and groups. Several non-profit organizations hold 
their meetings at the Vic Geary, including the Knights of Pythians and the Plaistow Lions. 
Rental income is used for improvements to the building as well as contributing to the recent 
increases for fuel and electricity. 


Wal-Mart, Home Depot, the Plaistow Lions and various caring individuals all deserve a big 
round of thanks for the support and donations of time and materials that they give to the Vic 
Geary Senior Center and its seniors. 


Organization Purpose 
The purpose of the Vic Geary Center is to provide a pleasant, comfortable, safe gathering place 


for all senior citizens to congregate, share a nutritious noon meal, participate in recreational and 
social activities, to provide necessary services such as blood pressure, foot & flu clinics, and 
distribute surplus food stuffs.

WEST NILE VIRUS / EEE 


There was significant disease activity in the State in 2013. There were three horses and 24 
mosquito batches that tested positive for Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) while one human, 
one horse and 14 mosquito batches tested positive for West Nile Virus (WNV). Overall, the 
mosquito population was average this past season. Dry periods punctuated by heavy rains created 
mosquito breeding opportunities during the summer. A mild fall kept mosquitoes active allowing 
EEE and WNV to spread throughout the State. Mosquitoes carrying EEE were found in 17 NH 
towns including Newton, East Kingston, and Kingston, as well as Merrimac, MA last season. 
Three horses died of EEE. The horses lived in Deerfield, Ossipee and Derry. 


Nationwide, there were 2271 human cases of WNV with 100 deaths. In NH, there was one 
human case in Chesterfield, one horse case in Belmont and 14 WNV positive mosquito batches 
in eleven communities including Newton. Over the border, mosquitoes trapped in Essex County, 
MA tested positive for WNV, including Haverhill and Merrimac. 


Adult mosquitoes were monitored at four locations throughout town. Over 8400 mosquitoes 
were collected in light traps, identified to species, and select species were sent to the State Lab in 
Concord where they are tested for diseases. Two batches of mosquitoes collected in Newton 
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tested positive for EEE while one batch tested positive for WNV in 2013. Dragon has identified 
155 larval mosquito habitats in the Town of Newton. Crews checked larval habitats 397 times 
throughout the season. There were 84 treatments to eliminate mosquito larvae. In addition, 140 
catch basin treatments were made to combat disease carrying mosquitoes. Spraying to control 
adult mosquitoes was conducted at the schools, Greenie Park, Willow Grove Trailer Park and 
Packer Meadows Senior Housing last season. 


The proposed 2014 Mosquito Control plan for Newton includes trapping mosquitoes for disease 
testing, sampling wetlands for larval mosquito activity, larviciding where mosquito larvae are 
found, efficacy monitoring, and emergency spraying when a public health threat exists. The 
control program begins in April when mosquito larvae are found in stagnant water such as red 
maple and cedar swamps, ditches, and woodland pools. Trapping adult mosquitoes begins in 
July. The mosquito control program ends in October when temperatures drop and daylight 
diminishes. 


Homeowners can reduce the number of mosquitoes in their yard by emptying any outdoor 
containers that hold standing water such as buckets, trash barrels, and boats. Tires collect enough 
water for mosquitoes to survive. It is also a good idea to change the water in bird baths every two 
or three days. 


Residents who do not want their wetlands treated may use our No-Spray Registry online at 
www.DragonMosquito.com/No-Spray-Registry or write to Dragon Mosquito Control, P.O. Box 
46, Stratham, NH 03885. Be sure to include your name, physical address, phone number, and a 
description of your property with boundaries. Otherwise, your property may be treated. If you 
submitted a request in 2013, then you may contact the office to reaffirm your request. Inquiries 
may be emailed to info@dragonmosquito.com or call the office at 734-4144. You may call or 
email our office for assistance regarding the control program, mosquitoes, insecticides or 
questions about EEE or WNV.
